Goedecke  became  Assistant 
Chief  Agent  at  Los  Angeles  in 
August  of  1945  and  just  one  year 
latfer,  -almost  to  the  day,  became 
Supervisor  of  Stewardesses  in  the 
Fort  Worth-Dallas*  area,'  with 
headquarters  at  Fort  Worth. 

In  October  of  1947,  he  was 
transferred  to  Dallas  in  the  same 
job  and  got  back  to  Fort  Worth 
this  past  September  when  he  was 
advanced  to  his  present  position, 
Southern  Regional  Supervisor  of 
Stewardesses. 

Asked'  if  he  has  any  hobby, 
Goedecke  smiles  that  broad  friend¬ 
ly  smiles  and  says,  “My  big  hobby 
now  is  my  family.”  His  wife  is  the 
former  Mary  Louise  Luton,  who 
used  to  be  an  American  Airlines 
Ticket  Agent  at  Nashville,  Tenn. 
Their  child  is  a  2 Vi  year,  old  girl 
(what  else?).  Christina  Drake, 
whom  her  parents  call  “Tina.” 

Is  she  going  to  grow  up  to  be 
an  American  Airlines  Stewardess? 

He  chuckled  and  his  eyes  twink¬ 
led.  “If  she’s  pretty  enough,”  he 
said,  and  added,  “and  of  course  she 
will  be.”

“are  inherently  different,”  he  of¬ 
fered  a  rider  to  the  ladies’  amend¬ 
ment  which  would  simply  state 
that  nothing  in  the  amendment 
would  impair  any  “rights,  benefits, 
or  exemptions  now  or  hereafter 
conferred  by  law  upon  persons  of 
the  female  sex.” 

To  most  of  the  Senate,  it  seem¬ 
ed  a  solution  that  women  could 
go  for:  more  equality  without  loss 
of  any  of  their  special  advantages. 
The  Senators  whooped  through  the 
amendment  with  the  Hayden  rider 
attached,^  63  to  19,  and  sat  back 
with  relief.  But  there  were  indig¬ 
nant  sniffs  from  indomitable  Miss 
Paul.  As  long  as  any  qualifications 
whatsoever  dangled-'from  the  bill, 
she  was  not  going  to  be  satisfied. 
Banners  still  flying,  weapons  at 
the  ready,  the  sisters  of  Abigail 
Adams  advanced  on  the  apprensive 
members  of  the  House.  -  -■
